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Respect For Funeral Cortege 

Paying proper respect to a funeral cortege is an¬ 
other of small, simple acts showing that you are a 
person of gracious manners. Often, too, it is your last 
chance to pay a tribute to a former member of your 
community. 

The common rules of paying respect to a funeral 
cortege are known to all. Basically they require that 
a pedestrian ahlt and raise his hat as the procession 
drives past, while motorists show their respect by 
staying behind the procession. 

Recently we noticed that two delivery trucks 
broke into the centre of a funeral procession, while an 
over-anxious motorist raced ahead to save less than 
a minute of time. Incidentally, each of the culprits not 
only violated the common courtesy of adult humans, 
but left themselves open for charges under the High¬ 
way Traffic Laws. —Drumheller Mail.

British Aid To Russia 

The contributions made by Great Britain to aid 
the Russian war effort during World War 2 were stu¬ 
pendous. In the intervening years the record has been 
largely forgotten. We believe it is worth reprinting. 

Britain sent sufficient tanks to Russia to equip 
25 armoured divisions, measured by German estab¬ 
lishment of 200 tanks per division. They therefore re¬ 
presented the armour for a force equal to 80 percent 
of the greatest armoured fdree Germany is known to 
have employed against Russia. 

The planes sent to Russia from .Britain were suf¬ 
ficient to equip 452 squadrons, again at the German 
establishment of 15 per squadron. The total was twice 
the force Germany used against Russia. 

Britain sent 81,423 tons of rubber to Russia at a 
time when this commodity was badly needed at home; 
32,000,000 pounds worth of machine tools, immense 
quantities of clothing, thousands of railway locomat- 
ives, and much other material. 

Delivery was made ihainly over the Arctic route 
in convoys protected by the Royal Navy, when Brit¬ 
ain was not too generously equipped due to sea losses 
in the early years of the war. 

The record of British war aid to Russia is a story 
of great effort and great sacrifice on the part of the 
British people of which the figures give only a hint. 
Since the war’s end Russia has conveniently forgotten 
the tremendous assistance given by her allies in the 
struggle towards final victory. —Brooks Bulletin.
